1 . Applicants' amendment filed September 1 , 201 0 is acknowledged. 
Claims 13 and 29-30 are deleted. Claims 1, 7-8, 15 and 33 are amended. 
Now, Claims 1-12, 14-28 and 31-33 are pending. 

2. It is noted that the status identifier of Claim 12 should have been 
"(previously presented)". Therefore, Claim 12 is re-written as below.

over the closest reference: Masschelein (US 2002 0103094) 

Masschelein discloses a polyorganosiloxane composition for treating 
fabrics, etc., which comprises a cationic silicone polymer containing 
quaternary nitrogen moieties. The quaternary nitrogen moieties can either 
present in pendant groups or in the backbone (corresponding to the 
claimed a1) compound), and laundry adjunct agents. ([0007]-[0010], [0014], 
[0039]-[0046], [0164] and Examples) However, Masschelein does not teach 
or fairly suggest the presently claimed compound a2).
